Conditions Point to a Lively Fall Busi- 
ness Revival Based on Re- 
turn of Confidenca 


Eix-President Corwin H. Spencer, who 
was President of the Merchants’ Exchange 
in 1896, in announcing why he was dissolving 
the Spencer Grain and Elevator Co. and 
moving away from St. Louis, gave the fol- 
lowing as his chief reason for doing so: 

“IT am much too active a man to remain 
long out of the harness. I have thought 
geriously of going into the grain business 
in New York. Trade conditions there are 
better than here. Chicago’s recent change 
of grain grades will injure the trade here 
and in the Northwest to the benefit of the 
New York market.“ 


Ex-Gov. David R. Francis, who was Sec- 
retary of the Interior during the last eight 
months of President Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration, takes quite a different view of the 
situation. | 

To a reporter for the Post-Dispatch who 
called at hig home on Maryland avenue 
Wednesday Gov. Francis discussed with 
his usual freedom not only the future of 
St. Louis as a grain market, but the gen- 


ral business outlook. 


“T dissent absolutely from the view of my 
friend, Mr. C. H. Spencer,“ said Gov. Fran- 
cis. “A revision has been going on for a 
yoar or two in the methods of the grain 
business in St. Louis. The reforms sought 
to be brought about have all been for the 
betterment of that trade. This, I take it, 
no one cognizant with the eituation will 
gainsay. 


“St. Louls is as good a location as any in 
the country, either on the seaboard or in 
the interior, for dealers in all kinds of grain. 
I do not mean it is going to be a point of 
accumulation for the storage of grain 80 
much as that it {Is a good vantage ground 
from which to feel the pulse of the con- 
suming world and keep in touch with the 
producers at the same time. Our geograph- 
ical position justifies this assertion. 


The grain business is going to be done by 
the cheapest and most direct lines of trans- 
portation from the wheat and corn fields 
to the consuming markets of Europe. In 
other words the grain business does not 
mean to the extent as formerly that there 
shall be a large accumulation at any one 
point, but that the grain shall be cheaply 
stored ut or near the fields of production, 
until the demand for it abroad moves it 
directly out of the country. 


“I very much fear that the increased rail 
facilities to New Orleans, Newport News 
and Galveston will continue to draw the 
great bulk of grain from the Mississippi 
and Missouri Valleys to those ports. If go, 
there is nothing discouraging for the gen- 
eral welfare and progress of St. Louls. 
There is not the least reason for despond- 
ency on that score. 


“Grain merchants who have headquarters 
can move the surplus grain to better ad- 
vantage than if they were located at New 
York, Baltimore or Boston, for the simple 


reason, as above stated, they are nearer to 
the base of supplies. 


“Therefore I insist that take either view 
of the matter, there is no warrant for the 


assertion that St. Louls as a grain center is 
on the wane.

: Mrs. Maffit belongs to the oldest family 
in St. Louis. 

She was born February 28, 1816, and 18 
consequently 81 years and four months old. 

Her grandfather, Piere Chouteau, Sr., was 
the pioneer who, with his brother, August 
Chouteau, established the American Fur 
Company. 

Her father, Piere Chouteau, Jr., died in 
1865, at the age of 77 years. Her mother 
died in 1863, aged 70 years. 

Mrs. Maffit had one sister, Emilie, born 
in 1814, who married John F. Sanford. She 
had three brothers—Piere Charles, born 1817, 
and died an infant; Charles P., born 1819, 
and yet an active, hearty old gentleman; 
and Benjamin W., born 1822, and died an 
infant. 

Her grandfather, Pierre Chouteau, 8r., 
was the man who went personally, on be- 
half of the American Fur Co., into the wilds 
of the West to trade with the Indians for 
furs. During the fifteen years of that peril- 
ous work, ending in 1804, he brought Into St. 
Louls furs, skins and hidés amounting in 
value to $250,000—a princely sum for those 
days. In 1904 he retired and became, under 
appointment of Mr. Jefferson, agent for all 
the Indians west of the Mississippi. In 18) 
he was chosen Mayor of the town and unani- 
mously re-elected in 1821. Despite his many 
ordeals he lived to ripe old age of s years.

ON THE VANDALIA 
LINE. 


Two Men Killed as a Result of the Ter- 
. ible Collision on the 


Road. 


PASSENGERS UNHURT,BUT THEIR 
SUPPLY OF FOOD WAS 
DESTROYED. 


Engineer Menafee Disobeyed Orders 
and Tried to Reach a Switch 
Beyond Vandalia. 


With four vacancies in the crew—two 
caused by death and two by fatal injuries— 
with a smashed baggage car and with sev- 
eral hundred badly shaken-up, nervous ex- 
cursionists on board, the Vandalia Golden 
Gate Christian Endeavor excursion train 
pulled into Union Station at 10 o’clock on 
Wednesday morning. 

At 1 o’clock in the morning the train, 
which was a section of the regular Vanda- 
lia No. 11, collided with east-bound train 
No, 6, near Vandalia, III. 

Two men were killed outright and two 
others badly injured. They were:

The hundreds of passengers on the two 
trains were shaken up, but not one was 
scratched. 

The most serious loss sustained by the ex- 
cursionists was the wrecking of a baggage 
car, which had been pressed into service 
as a commissary department, and con- 
tained a large amount of fruit, meat and 
vegetables packed in ice. Spring chickens, 

uarters of beef, eggs, tomatoes, and other 
elicacies, which were to have been kept 
until the éxcursionists arrived at Portland, 
Ore., were heaped in a conglomerate mass, 
ond the keepers of supplies have lost thelr 
obs. 


From all accounts the wreck was due 
to the negligence of Engineer Tom Menafee 
of train No. 11.

THE DEPARTURE OF THE MIS-

“It was one of the wildest, hottest nights

Faith as Decreed to Save 
Their Lives.

LONDON, June 30.—The correspondent of 
the Chronicle at Teheran, Persia, who is in 
an official position, says: 

Sayid Rayhan Allah (the Mollah) has 
planned the extermination of all the He- 
brews in Persia. He has summoned the 
Chief Rabbi and informed him that the 
Hebrews must accept the Mohammedan 
faith or he will do all that he can to op- 
press and exterminate them. 

Sayid Rayhan has formulated the follow- 
ing restrictions: Every Hebrew must nave 
all of his hair cut off, must never ride an 
animal throughout the city, must wear 
European dress and must wear a mark to 
distinguish him from the Mohammedan. 

Hebrew women must veil. They must 
wear the chador, or chaghchoor, the out- 
door dress which Persian etiquette expects 
of every woman. 


A Hebrew must not bulld a house higher 
than his Mohammedan neighbor. The en- 


trance to the house must be distinguished 
from the Moslem’s. He is not to come out 
of his house on a rainy day and ig not to 
touch articles of food. 

When a Hebrew dies any relative who Is 
a convert to Mohammedanism may possess 
all his property. 

A Hebrew who, once having accepted 
Islam, renounces it, will be put to death,

They attacked 
even Chacham Nehooray and dragged him 
and his son out of the house. The father 
was treated as were the others, but the son, 
unable to bear the torture, nominally em- 
braced Mohammedanism to get relief. 
Chacham Nehooray is a Hebrew physician 
who is much respected among the Moslems. 

Many other Hebrews have accepted the 
offer of Islam in order to save their lives. 

Hebrews cannot leave their houses and 
Hebrew women have been assaulted and 
their houses plundered. A final attack for 
the extermination of all the Hebrews is 
feared. 

The religious hatred of the Moslems raised 
by Mollah has reached such a point that 
they endeavored several times to obtain the 
sanction of Chief Moshtahed, the Pope of 
the Mohammedan Church, for slaughtering 
all the Hebrews on one day, falsely accus- 
ing them of crimes.

WHALERS HEARD FROM. 


Reports of Hardship and Starvation 
Were Fabrications. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, June §).—News 
ahout the whaling fleet that has been win- 
tering in the Arctic has been received in 


this city, and it is of a far different na- 
ture than that which wag telegraphed here 
from New Bedford.

Bankers and brokers say thet the Increase 
in balances is almost unprecedented.
